Cardinal O’connell officiated at the dedi- 
cation and blessing on Sunday of the new 
St. Francis Seraphic Seminary in West 
Andover, recently completed at the cost 
of $750,000 on the old C. I. Hood estate on 
the Tewksbury-West Andover line. 

Cardinal O’Connell spoke to the priests 
and students in Italian first, following a talk 
in English in which he emphasized the great 
lesson taught by the life of St. Francis of 
simplicity and poverty which, he said, 
should be taken very seriously by all the 
people of America today “in these days of 
greed and riches, of so much wealth and so 
much ambition, to be rich.” 


“He told of visiting the clergy of the order 
of St. Francis in the North end while he was 
a young priest and of the impression on him 
made by the bare, dimly-lighted quarters 
in a noisy neighborhood, and the contrast 
in the happiness of the Franciscans. They 
were the happiest priests he ever saw, he said. 
He urged the students to be faithful to the 
first principle of the order—poverty, and to 
show the world by example that it requires 
little of worldly goods to be happy. 

“At the ceremony of blessing and dedica- 
tion Cardinal O'Connell was assisted by the 
Rey. Francis V. Murphy, D.D., pastor of 
St. Stephen’s church, Boston, and the Rev. 
Pacifio Cheneuil, O.F.M., pastor of the 
Sacred Heart church, Boston, 

The seremony was followed by solemn 
benediction of the Blessed Sacrament im 
parted by the Very Rev. Romano Simoni 
O.F.M., provincial of the Fransiccan Fath- 
ers of the Province of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, who have erected the new seminary 
He was assisted by the Rev. Venceslas Bel 
lucci, O.F.M., pastor of St. Leonard’s church 
Boston, as deacon, and the Rev. Aloysius 
Coste, O.F.M., rector of the new seminary. 

Among the other priests who were present 
at the ceremonies were the Rev. Fr. Valrian, 
O.F.M., of St. Leonard’s Church, Boston, 
the Rev. Fr. Daniel, O.F.M., of the church 
of St. Francis of Assisi, East Cambridge, 
Rev. Ernest Rovia of St. Anthony’s church 
Revere, the Rev. Fr. Ludivico, O.F.M., of 
New York City, and the Rev. Francis 
O’Brien, O.M.I., of the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception, Lowell who is 
preaching a retreat at the seminary.

| trespa sers was himself quite likely to be 
| criticized 

The farmer of pioneer days whose lands

| hunters neighbors were—friends of his— and 
his property would not be damaged and they 
could be trusted 

In some sections of this country—though

Original Idea Leads to 30 Years of “Inside” Information 
Forestry 
Do not undertake to can any meats 


A lumberman, who had been in the habit 
white pine and moving on to 
the next piece, conceived the idea, about 30 
years ago, ot growing his trees asa permane nt 
crop. To-day he ranks as one of the authori 
ties on growing this valuable timber, accord 
ing to J. C. Kircher, regional forester of the 
United States Forest Service. He is O. M. 
Pratt of Holderness, N. H., who how has} 
1,800 acres of timber which he is managing 
for continuous production. 

Thirty years ago technical forestry was in 
its infancy in America. But one day Mr 
Pratt looked on the cut-over wreck of a for 
est and reasoned out a plan of logging. He 
would take out only the mature trees first, 
and come back later for other trees, which 
would grow more rapidly under his plan of 
culture than they had before, 

Desiring the best counsel, he wrote to 
Washington a few years later and requested | 
the new Federal Forest Service to send a man 
to look over his holdings. The Government 
Forester, after studying Mr. Pratt’s methods 


| for a day, acknowledged that the practical 


woodsman had already developed the best 
methods of timber culture for his white-pinc 
holdings. Mr. Pratt has kept abreast of the 
foremost in forestry ever since. 

At his little sawmill he recently showed 
Federal foresters how pruning converted the 
butt log from knotty lumber worth $20 per 
thousand to clear lumber worth $60. He has 
also found that his hardwoods mixed in with 
the pines yields a good profit when cut into 
apple-barrel stave 

He has a stand of white pine about 40 
years old, which he thinned some years ago 
The tree 12 inches in diameter. 
They have been prunes for 16 feet up, and 
clear butt logs are forming. In 20 years more

How any driver could have failed to sense

disregard of even the lowest safety factor. 
} One accident that took a toll of three lives 
alone came when an automobile crashed into 
| the twenty-seventh car of a freight train on a

in perfect working order at the time. Another 
grade crossing took two lives. In both cases 
| the crossings were known to the drivers, and 
although the accidents might not have 
occurred had there had been no slippery 
roads or snow-clogged windshields, both

| motorists must exercise extreme caution in 
) approaching known hazards with emergency 
conditions in existence. 

Speeding motor cars over long stretches of 
hard-packed snow ice on city streets gave 
| equalling convincing if less drastic proof of 
}motoring carelessness. The average driver 
reduced his speed to meet the hazards of 
sudden traffic stops on the slippery surface, 
but in every block there was at least one 
|driver willing to risk normal speed under 
abnormal conditions trusting to luck that 
he would not be called on to make a sudden 
stop. And those whose judgment failed them 
are paying repair bills today.

Five Million Extra Christmas Seals Sent 
Out 


Seventy-eight million Christmas Seals 
sent out by the Affiliated Organizations of 
the Massachusetts Tuberculosis Laegue have 
been placed on sale. This number exceeds the 
number of Seals placed on sale in any pre 
vious year by five millions. The National 
Tuberculosis Association which sponsors the 
Seal Sale throughout the United States 
states that the demand for Seals this year 
has exceeded that of any of the preceding 
years. 

The 1930 Seal bears the picture of Santa 
Claus and the double-barred cross, copy- 
righted emblem of the tuberculosis campaign. 

Confusion sometimes occurs over the Red 
Cross Membership Campaign which begins 
on Armistice Day and continues until 
Thanksgiving Day and the Tuberculosis Seal 
Sale which is carried on throughout Decem 
ber. These two National Organizations are 
distinctly different. The Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciations confine themselves exclusively to the 
campaign against tuberculosis by the em- 
ployment of nurses, by conducting summer 
health camps for undernourished children 
and by a campaign of health education for 
the prevention of the disease.

INVESTMENT POLICY FOR PRESENT CONDITIONS 


Those Who Lay Out Program in Accordance with fundamental Economic Conditions Have 
Opportunity Such as Comes Only Once in a Decade— Many a Man Is Saved 
from Financial Ruin by a Good List of Bonds 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, December 5, 
1930, Those investors who have come through 
the past year and a half in a strong position 
are those who have worked on a definite plan 
No one would start to build a house without 
first obtaining complete working plans. 
Similarly no investor can hope to build a 
financial estate unless he works according 
to a carefully conceived and well laid-out 
plan, 1931 offers challenging opportunities 
for future investment success, but there will 
be many pitfalls for the reckless plungers. 
However, the individual who carefully lays 
out a program in accordance with funda- 
mental economic conditions, and sticks to 
that program, has an opportunity to capital- 
ize conditions such as comes only once in a 
decade. 

If business and the stock market always 
progressed in a straight line, then all one 
would need do would be to buy a diversified 
list of common stocks and bonds, put them 
away, and forget them. Unfortunately 
business and finance do not move that way. 
Instead of a straight line they move in waves, 
the swings of each wave being governed by 
the time-tested Law of Action and Reaction.

world. The best plan I know is to divide 
your funds into three, or in some cases four, 
parts, setting each part aside for use at 
the proper time and in the proper type of 
investment. The amount of money which is 
put into each fund will depend upon the 
position of business and finance at the time 
While the size of the various funds will 
change as financial conditions change, they 
must never be allowed to become top-heavy 
in any one direction. In the light of present 
conditions in business, the stock market, and 
the bond market, how should these different 
funds now be handled to secure the greatest 
benelit? 

Fund No. 1. is that which is used to buy a 


broad list of good common stocks when the 
market is at or near the bottom of a major 
cycle. When the market is high these stocks 
are sold and the money then is kept in short 

term notes, bank deposits, and other strictly 
liquid forms awaiting the next buying oppor 

tunity. The Law of Action and Reaction has 
now created extraordinary bargains in stock 
values, and yields for the first time in years 
have become worth while. There may, 
however, be further sinking spells and re

in a short time. Therefore, approximately 
40 per cent of this No. 1. Fund should now 
be invested in a selected list of good common 
stocks. The remaining 60 per cent should be 


held liquid for further buying opportunities 
No one can hope to pick the exact bottom of 
the market. The best one can do is to buy 
some stocks on the down side near the bot 
tom, some on the bottom, and some on the 
upside after the market turns 


Bond Investments Should 
Neglected 

Fund No, 2, should be invested for safety 
and income. Good bonds meet these require 
ments. Unusual opportunities have existed 
in the bond market for the past year, and 
while prices have firmed somewhat in recent 
months, those who have neglected to build 
up a strong backlog of bonds should not delay 
any longer in doing so. There is a surplus of 
credit in the financial center Equities 
behind sound bonds are high, and conditions 
generally favor a strong bond market. The 
great mistake which so many investors made 
in 1928 and 1929 was in sacrificing good 
bonds for speculative stocks, thereby weak 
ening their positions when the market crash 
came. On the other hand, many a man was 
saved from financial ruin by a good list of 
bonds. 

Hence, I say, do not neglect Fund No, 2 
of your investment plan. Right now bonds 
are in style, but as soon as the stock market 
advances many people will forget the lesson 
they should have learned and will weaken

their position by overloading on stocks at the 
expense of their bond investments, Do not b¢ 
misled by many securities which are called 
bonds, but are really no better that specu 
lative preferred stocks, Fund No. 2. must be 
kept in high calibre investments. If from 
time to time excellent opport it 10 OCCU 
in certain speculative bonds and the investor 
buys them, he should do so from Fund No. 1 
and regard them the same as common stoc 


Select Stocks in Growing Industries 
Fund No. 3. should be devoted to the 
purchase, from time to ti of rd ce 
mon stocks in exceptionally pro ng indu 
tries to hold over a period of years, regard 
less of intermediate price ict ns. Com 
mon stocks can never take the place of bond 
as strict investments, Events of the past year 
and a half have thoroughly ce nstrated 
that fact. However, there casionally 
exceptional opportunities, especially so 
at the present time, for ering certain 
common stock situations h the idea of 
remaining with them for term of years 


Owing to the general pessimism, the prices 


of some excellent long growth stocks have 
fallen to a point where they yield a splendid 
income return while waiting for the long 


term growth of values. They should be 
bought only for cash, not on the margin, 
and the buyer must be prepared to remain 
with them for the growth of the industry. 

A cardinal principle in buying long-growth 
stocks under Fund No. 2. is to select those 
industries which are coming up rather than 
going down. Industries are like plants or 
trees. They grow up to the height of their 
vigor and fruitfulness, retain it for a while, 
and then gradually go to seed. Be sure to 
select a growing industry, not one which has 
gone to seed. Among the promising indus- 
tries are foods, electric power and light, 
natural gas, oil, chemicals, and certain others 
Having selected the industry, one must be 
sure to pick the most vital company orcom- 
panies in that industry. Especially is it im- 
portant to know some thing of the character 
of the management, anf the financial spon 
sorship, 


Trading Fund Only For Those Who Can 
Afford A High Risk 


In a market such as the present, the busi 
ness of day-to-day, week-to-week, and 
month-to-month trading is very disappoint 
ing and generally unprofitable. This is now 
largely a professional market. I absolutely 
do not recommend short-term trading for 
the average investor. He should confine his 
investments to the three parts outlined above. 
However, there are certain wealthy indivi 
duals and professional traders who habit 


ually trade in stocks for quick profits 
lence, at certain times in a rising market, a 
fourth fund may be justified for those 
wealthy men who can afford a high risk 
Unless, however, such investors are in a 
osition to study the market constantly 
and to devote the major part of their time 
to it, they should not engage in this type of 
trading
